DEMOCRATS IN DOUBT 
REGARDINGCANDIDATES 


Race Seems to Be Be- 
tween Palmer and Cox 
for First Place, But the 
Dark Horses Are Dan- 
‘ gerous Factors—Mc- 
Adoo’s Declination a 
Coup to Get Around 
Tammany Antagonism.

San Francisco, June 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-The call of William Ran- 
dolph Hearst for a third party, in 
which all of the malcontents, in- 
surgents, insurrectionists and rad- 
icals may find refuge, has clarified 
and simplified the situation to a 
marked degree, and is welcomed by 
the democratic leaders here as a 
timely oasis in somewhat of a po- 
litica] desert. At any rate, it elim- 
inates the probability of serious 
inside attacks from party traitors, 
by opening the door to an insurg- 
ent camping ground fn which all of 
the disconsolate republican and 
democratic critics may find com- 
fort without disrupting their own 
party organizations. 

Hearst’s Course Anticipated. 

That this course would be taken 
by Mr. Hearst has beén minutely 
anticipated by The Constitution. It 
was seen in Chicago that if John- 
son, the radical, was not nominated 
Hearst, his chief newspaper advo- 
cate, would lean toward this 
course, Since every . indication 
points to the repudiation of Reed- 
ism and Hardwickism and Smith- 
ism and Watsonism at the demo- 
cratte convention here next week, 
the publicity leader of radical 
thought had no other course left 
than to order out a third party, 
and this has been done, to the grat- 
ification of the radicals and to the 
relief of conservatives. 

Mr. Hearst now becomes in the 
open the same avowed enemy of the 
democratic party that he has -been 
in the secret, as, for instance, 
when he supported Hoke Smith in 
Georgia for the presidency, and 
there will be no more speculation 
by either party as to where to 
place the millionaire publicist who 
assays to make and unmake public 
opinion. That he is not a democrat 
in any sense is Settled, and to that 
degree he must be appraised by 
democrats. 

Uncertain ag te Candidates, 

The situation in San Francisco 
one week before the national demo- 
cratic convention opens is of party 
unanimity as to platform, but al- 
most reckless uncertainties as to 
candidates. That the race has nar- 
rowed down between Cox and Pal- 
mer for the presidential nomination 
is certain, with the ever present 
thought that dark horses are dan- 
gerous factors in such & race. 

The entry of Champ Clark is not 
insignificant. That he will poll a 
strong vote is knUwn, and yet it is 
not probable that fhe Missourian, 
who several times received a ma- 
jority vote at Baltimore in 1912, will 
be nominated. His unfortunate 
speech in congress during the de- 
bate on the conscription act will ulti- 
mately eliminate him from the run- 
ning. , 

That Cox, strong, vigorous demo- 
crat that he is, has been through a 
divorce court, whatever may have 
been the circumstances, and that he 
is linked to the “wet” school of 
thought, factionally strong and yet 
weak as to the whole, are two cir- 
cumstances that are going to oper- 
ate against his nomination, al- 
though he is perhaps today the 
leading candidate for that honor. 

Regardless of the determined fight 
made upon &im by the radical ele- 
ments, especially the socialists, bol- 
shevists and anarchists, the fact re- 
mains that Palmer will be the up- 
standing and outstanding figure ‘be- 
fore this convention, and unless a 
dark horse, like Davis; of West Vir- 
ginia, or Cummings, or Pomerene, 
or Colby are trotted out, his nomi- 
nation, at this writing, seems ¢n- 
tirely possible. |

Washington, June 20.—Declaring 
that “all his friends admit that he 
stands for a beer and wine amend- 
ment,” Wayne B. Wheeler, general 
counsel for the Anti-Saloon league, 
today asserted that Governor Cox, 
of Ohio, “cannot sidestep the charge 
that he is the wet candidate for 
president.” The beer and wine 
amendment, according to\Mr. Wheel- 
er, is a direct attack upon the 
eighteenth amendment, because it 
attempts to repeal the latter 
through enactment of law’ which 
prevents its enforcement. 

“Mr. Cox has been elected gov- 
ernor of Ohio by deceiving the peo- 
ple as to his attitude on this ques- 
tion,” Mr. Wheeler’s statement con- 
tinued. “He even deceived Mr. Bry- 
an through two campaigns when he 
stumped the state for him, but the 
dry democrats in Ohio and the na- 
tion will not be misled.”

party organization probaly” will 
come before the democratic nation- 
al committee at its meeting here 
next Friday preparatory to the na- 
tional convention, party executives 
said today. 

Palmer Is Expected. 

It also was annvuunced that At- 
torney General Palmer would leave 
Washington for San Francisco to- 
morrow and that United States Sen- 
ator Carter Glass, prospective chair- 
man of the convention resolutions 
committee, will be here Wednesday. 
Governor Edward I. Edwards, of 
New Jersey, is expected’ to arrive 
Friday or Saturday. 

The Reed contest possibility de- 


veloped today when it was learned 
the senator had been restored as a 
delegate at a convention of fifth 
Missouri congressional district del- 
egates yesterday after his name had 
been thrown out and his place de- 
clared vacant by a state convention. 
The question is one of jurisdiction 
between the state and district con- 
ventions. 

Senator Reed’s antagonism to cer- 
tain policies of the administration 
will make any contest in his vase 
one of tremendous importance, ac- 
cording to leaders here. There are 
36 delegaces from Missouri. 

The Georgia Centest. 

Vatil yesterday the only contest 
in view was that involving the 28 
Georgia delegates, whose adherence 
is claimed beth by Attorney General 
Palmer and by the faction of the 
party headed by United States Sen- 
ator Hoke Smith and Tom Watson. 
On the result of this contest will 
also depend the right of Clark How- 
ell, oldest member in point of serv- 
ice on the national committee, to 
be renamed to that post. Howell is 
tor Palmer. The Smith-Watson fac- 
tion is advancing W. C. Vereen. 

It was poidted out that Attorney 
General Palmer, who is a member 
of the national committee, could act 
as his own counsel in this contest 
if he eared to do 80. 

The recommendations to establish 
definitely the status of women in 
the party still were in a formative 
stage today. 

Trying Out Acoustics. 

National Chairman Homer 8. Cum- 
mings, Vice Chairman J. Bruce Kre- 
mer, National Treasurer W. W., 
Marsh, of Iowa, and National Com- 
mitteeman Norman E. Mack, of New 
York, headed a party which tried 
out the acoustics of the municipal 
auditorium yesterday.

In view .of the 
improved acoustics since the audi- 
torium has been prepared for. the 
convention, they declared. the for- 
mal speeches could be eard with- 
out any amodlifying device being 
utilized.

Hickman, Ky. June 20.—Leaving 
as its visible result a sunken fish 
dock, a barge filled with water and 
broken shore lines mooring heavier 
craft to land, an unexplained phe- 
nomenon occurred here today in the 
Mississippi river. The waters of the

agitated, swirling and boiling and 
running upstream in a wave 10 feet

State-Wide Non-Partisan 
Political Committee Pro- 
vided for at Meeting 
Held Sunday Morning. 


HOKE SMITH'S. RECORD 
IN SENATE DENOUNCED 


President of the Railroad 
Conductors Declares 
Nine Georgia Congress- 
men “No Friends of 
Labor.” 


Plans for taking an active part 
in the fall elections in Georgia were 
put on foot by labor leaders of the 
State at a meeting of representa- 
tives of the Georgia Federation of 
Labor and of the railway brother- 
hoods held at the Labor temple yes- 
terday morning. 

These steps were taken.after the 
conclusion of an impassioned appeal 
by Arthur Keep, of Jacksonville, 
Fla., a representative of the Plum 
Plan league, and upon aée report 
made by L. E. Sheppard, president 
of the Order of Railway Conductors 
of America, which condemned the 
attitude of Senator Hoke Smith to- 
ward legislation favorable to the 
cause of organized labor and dis- 
cussed in detail the records of Geor- 
gia’s twelve members of the house 
of representatives in relation to 
such legjslation. 

Non-Partisan Committee. , 

Provistpn “wit atts-for the form: | 
ation of a state-Wide non-partisan 
political committee, which will con- 
sist of non-partisan political com- 
mittees of the Georgia Federation 
of Labor and fepresentatives of 
such other organizations as _ are 
friendly to its causé. W. P. Raoul, 
head of the Georgia federation, 
presided at the meeting. 

The preamble to the rasolution, 
after asserting that constructive 
legislation has been strangled in 
congress and that efforts for re- 
dress by labor have met with subtle 
and open hostility, states that or- 
ganized labor owes allegiance to no 
political party, and that it is par- 
tisan only to principles. 

The state federation’s non-parti- 
San committee, which will form a 
nucleus of the larger committee to 
represent the cause of labor in gen- 
eral at the coming elections, was 
appointed at the state convention of 
the Georgia federation held in Sa- 
vannah during the spring and con- 
sists of William Pollard, Atlanta; J. 
R. Bass, Augusta; R. S. Coleman, 
Brunswick; O. E. Petry, Columbus; 
Sam Noats, Decatur; H. L. Batton, 
Fitzgerald; E. L. Hall, Macon; J. R. 
Coward, Savannah, and R. L. Single- 
ton, Waycross. 

Their duties as members of the 
larger non-partisan committee will 
include the specific duty of pub- 
lishing to the voters of Georgia the 
record in detail of every candidate 
who offers his name to such voters 
for any office, either state or na- 
tional, to be filled at the fall elec- 
tions. 

Raoul Made Chairman. 


President W. P. Raoul was unani- 
mously elected chairman of the 
committee, and the federation’s sec- 
retary-treasurer, John A. McCann, 
was named as its secretary. 

The other organizations which 
will be represented on the com- 
mittee are the railway  brother- 
hoods, the farmers’ union and the 
barbers, who will meet jointly with 
the Georgia federation’s committee 
at the railway branch of the.Y, M. 
©. A. this morning for the purpose 
of discussing plans for the prose- 
cution of the labor campaign and 
to devise ways and means of meet- 
ing the expenses of the campaign. 

The report of President Sheppard, 
of the Order of Rallway Conduetors 
was applauded as a concrete ex- 
ample of the proper method of mak- 
ing kngwn the attitude of the can- 
didates to the labor voters of the 
state. . 

It unequivocally condemns the 
record of Senator Smith, who, § ii 
states, voted in favor of the Esch- 
Cummins railroad law and against 
the La Follette substitute provid- 
ing for a two years’ extension of 
the government control of the 
roads. No reference is made to the 
senate record of Senator W. J. Har- 
ris. 

Georgia Cengressmen. 

It condemns the record of nine 
of Georgia’s twelve representatives 
in congress, including that of Con- 
gressman Upshaw, of the fifth dis-

This morning at 8 o’clock, aboard 
the Dixie Flyer, the regular Georgia 
delegation to the natioval demo- 
cratic convention at San Francisco 
will start its cross-continent trip, 
going by way of Chicago, where 
the party will spend Tuesday, reach- 
ing its destination, it is expected, 
on Saturday, June 26. Pleasant A. 
Stovall, of SaVannah, is chairman 
of the group. 

The delegates are instructed for 
Attorney General A. Mitchell Pal- 
mer. who won the primary election 
in this state, and stand on a plat- 
form indorsing the Wilson adminis- 
tration. 

The delegation named by the 
Smith-Watson coalition in the pres- 
idential primary convention of May 
15 departed Saturday morning for 
the Pacific coast city, going oy 
way of St. Louis, Kansas City, Colo- 
rado Springs, Salt Lake City and 
Los Angeles, expecting to arrive in 
San Francisco about the same time 
as the Palmer delegation. 

Palmer Men Cenfident. 

While sm number of the £nith- 
Watson delegates made no secret of 
their doubts of success in their ef- 
fort to obtain seats on the floor 


of the national convention and par- 
ticipation in the party council, the 
Palmer delegates were united in the 
confiaent prediction that the con- 
vention would throw out the claims 
of the contestants. 

The case of the regularly-elected 

orgia delegation will be presented 
te the convention by a committee 
of prominent lawyers composed of 
Hollins N. Randolph, of Atlanta, who 
was named temporary chairman of

The rules of the state democratic 
executive committee promulgated 
when the call for the presidential 
primary was made frovided for the 
selection of delegates io the national 
convention from the friends of the 
eandidate receiving the highest 
number of county unit votes. 


Committee Has Power. 


In the absence of a statute cov- 
ering a prestdential primary the 
code of Georgia provides that the 
state committee shall make the 
rules for the election and the dec- 
laration of its result, the rules to 
become the statutory law of Geor- 
gia. Attorney General Palmer re- 
ceived a plurality of the unit votes 
in the primary, and, despite the 
fact that the credentials committee 
in the state convention unseated a 
number of Palmer delegates, Mr. 
Palmer. still retained a plurality of 
the units. 

The convention, dominated by the 
Watson-Smith alliance, however, 
ignored the-rules of the supreme 
party authority in the state, and 
refused to accept the delegation 
submitted by the Palmer forces, 
substituting a list of Watson-Smith 
delegates instructed only to vote 
against any candidate for president 
who indorsed the administration,

TWO MEN KILLED, 


EVERAL WOUNDED 
IN ROT OVER FLAG 


Negroes in “Black Belt” 
-of Chicago Set Fire to 
American Flag and Out- 
break Follows. 


FLAG WAS SET ON FIRE 
BY “THE ABYSSINIANS”

“Abyssinians” Are Ne- 
groes Who Are Support- 
ing “Back to Africa” 
Movement — The Men 
Killed Were White. 


Cnicago, June 20.—Two white men 
were killed and several negroes, in- 
cluding a negro policeman, were 
wounded tonight in a'riot in the 
heart of the southside “black belt,” 
following the reported burning of 


|an American flag by a band of ne- 


Broes who were said to have pa- 
raded in the interests of a “back-to- 
Africa’’ movement. 

The dead are: 

R. L. Rose, white, a sailor. 

Joseph Hoyt, white, a cigar deal- 
er. 

Rose was shot,through the heart, 
dying instartly. : 

Hoyt’s head was split across the 
brow, leading the police at first to 
believe he had been killed by a blow 
from an ax. Later investigation, 
however, wrought the conclusion 
that his skull had been split by a 
dum-dum bullet. < 

No General Riot Occurr 
| Thes*rouble ‘occurred at* Thirty- 
Fifth street and Indiana avenue, 
near the scene of last year’s race 
riot, in which more than thirty 
hites and blacks were killed and 
undreds injured. 

Several hundred policemen were 
rushed to the district and succeed- 
ed in restoring order before the dis- 
turbance spread. More than a thou- 
Sand negroes gathered, but no gen- 
eral riot occurred. 

Several negroes who witnessed 
the flag burning ran to a pool room 
at Thirty-Sixth street and Indiana 
avenue and asked aid of persons in 
the place in preventing the act. 

Rose, who was in the pool room, 
and a number of negroes, proceed- 
ed toward the gathering of blacks. 
They were joined by Policeman 
Owens, who attempted to arrest one 
of the group. 

Owens started to search the man 
for a weapon, when other negroes 
in the crowd were reported to have 
drawn pistols. 

It was not known who fired the 
first shot. Owens ‘was wounded In 
the back, and Rose, who had just 
left Hoyt’s cigar shop after enlist- 
ing the latter’s aid, was shot 
through the heart. 

Fired American Flag. 

According to the statements of 
spectators, the parading negroes 
disbanded and gathered in a circle 
around an American flag, waich 
they set on fire. After it had 
burned a little they stamped on it 
and ‘then several drew revolvers and 
began firing at it. 

The sounds of the shots attracted 
many negroes who .were not in the 
parade and they rushed into the 
nearby pool rooms and cigar s (res 
for assistance, according to, state- 
ments made to the police. 

Police declared tonight that they 
probably never would know the ex- 
act number wounded. Several were 
carried off by friends, it was said, 
for the parading negroes disap- 
peared rapidly after the first few 
shots. Estimates ranged,from one 
to a dozen. 

A dozen men, mostly negroes, 
were arrested and questioned at 
the Cottage Grove police station. 

Recruits Sought for Liberia. 

According to the police, the negro 
organization, known as “The Abys- 
sinians,” had been holdings meet- 
ings in the ‘Chicago negro quarter 
for some time, to persuade members 
of their race to go to Liberia. Two 
American flags were carried by the 
paraders as they moved through 


the black belt. 

Rose was 28 years old, and a 
member of the Fifteenth regiment, 
stationed at Great Lakes. He won 
the distinguished service .medal 


overseas. 

The police learned that the 
Abyssinians were to sail on one 
of the Black Star Steamship com- 
pany vessels.

Policy of Friendship 
With Foreign Nations 


For New Mexic Regime 


President De La Huerta 
Says That Special Ef- 
forts Will Be Made for 
Good Relations With 
United States. . 


NEW REGIME ASSUMES 
ALL LEGAL MEXIC DEBTS 


Petroleum Laws, Based 
Upon Article of Consti- 
tution Nationalizing Oil 
Deposits, Will Be Inter- 
preted Liberally.  — 


Mexico City, June 20.—Mexican 
petroleum laws based upon Article 
27 of the constitution, nationaliz- 
ing deposits of oil, which article 
will be interpreted liberally, will 
not be retroactive, declared Adolfo 
de La Huerta, provisiona] presi- 
dent, to foreign correspondents. 
Senor de La Huerta spoke freely 
in discussing problems before the 
country, being host at a luncheor 
to the newspaper men, 

The policy of friendship toward 
foreign nations, especially the 
United Sttes, together with the as- 
sumption of all legally contracted 
debts of. the Mexican republic, is a 
part of the provisional: president’s 
program. j 

During the two hours the presi- 
dent talked with the correspond- 
ents he answered a rapid fire of 
questions with amazing frankhess. 
Once ‘hé-had & 
ness and was f ‘to cease speak- 
ing for severat moments, This at- 
tack, which alarmed the guests, 
came when tbe provisional presi- 
dent was talking of the uprising 
against President Carranza and had 
said orders had been given General 
Joan 8S. Torres, at Hermoisillo; to 
arrest de La Huerta, but that when 
the general arrivcsd in Sonora, he 
refused to obey orders, 

No New Light on Revolution. 

The provisional president re- 
fused to leave the table because 
of his illness, and in a few minutes 
resumed his narration of events. 
He did not throw any new light 
upon events attending the Sonora 
revolt, which spread to al] parts of 
the republic and finally resulted in 
the flight and death of Carranza. 

Asked specifically what he meant 
by “debts legally contracted,” the 
president replied laughingly: 
“Please do nut confuse me with the 
former president (Victoriano Huer- 
ta), although our names are al- 
most alike.” 

With regard to a Mexican for- 
eign loan, he evaded the issue by 
declaring: “These conversations 
with foreign journalists are the first 
steps which have been taken in this 
direction.” 

“Mexico faces two problensa at 


present,” he continued. “These are 
the economic and military prob- 
lems. Mexico is more compietely 
pacified now than during the time 
of Porfirio Diaz. Villa, whose status 
is that of a mere bandit, is not a 


military problem. Airplanes are be-- 


ing sent to locate Villa, who, pur- 
sued relentiessly, will soon be elim- 
inated. 

“The organization of the army, 
while difficult; will be accomplisLed 
without delay under the leadership 
of Plutarco Elias Calles, the war 
minister.” . 

Censorship of News. 

Asked regarding censorship of 
news dispatches, the president de- 
clared he had not been aware a 
censorship existed.

Londonderry, June 20.—(By the 
Associated Press.)\—Five persons 
were killed, ten others seriously 
wounded, several of them probably 
mortally, and about one hun- 
dred others were less seri- 
ously injured during a period of 
desperate rioting in this city Sat- 
urday night. The fighting was ac- 
companied by several attempts at 
incendiarism, one of which resulted 
in the burning of a large drapery 
store. 

The ricting was a continuation 
of the disorders of Friday night, 
when nationalists and unionists 
were engaged in clashes for several 
hours, and the military had to be 
called out. 
in what were considered the dan- 
ger zones. but, notwithstanding its 
presence, the disorderly elements 
held sway for some time. 

In many instances persons who 
were sufferig from minor wounds 
went home without receiving 
treatment, The authorities have 
no record of the number of such 
cases. .Among the wounded are 
several shipyard workers with gun- 
shot wounds,

during periods of rioting. Men 
armed with rifles and revolvers aft- 
éerwards came into conflict, and be- 
fore the military could intervene 
several had been killed. 

Pandemonium Reigned.

crowd of rival partisans developed 
with ominous speed into violent 
rioting. Party cries were raised, 
and the unionists, assembled at, the 
head of Upper Fountain street, potr- 
ed volley after volley of rifle and

Another crowd of unionists in Al- 
bert street maintained a crossfire in 
the direction of Bishop's Gate with 
the result that the people in the vi- 
cinity fled panic-stricken to shel- 
ter. The nationalists did not seem 
to be so well provided with weap- 
ons as their opponents, but they 
maintained a vigorous defense, 

In an early stage of the battle 
two men were shot dead in Long 
Tower street and a number of per- 
sons, including a baby in arms, were 
wounded. |

In the midst of the melee a man 
who knocked down a small boy 
was chased by an angry mob of 
men and women. He sought shelter 
in the city club.

A larger crowd assembled in the 

, non-residential quarter in the cen- 
ter of the city, where fierce fight- 
ing also occurred. Two girls were 
among the combatants here. Armed 
poiice on duty were compeled to 
telephone for military assistance, 
but before reinforcements arrived 
the riot flared to greatér intensity 
and the firing by unionists came 
so hot that people who had been 
seeking shelter in doorways were 
Seen to be crawling along the 
ground to places of greater safety. 

Fired Into Masonic Hall. 

Gradually the unionists gained 
control of the entire district in the 
center of the city, chasing the na- 
tionalists into their own locality. 
In their retreat the latter fired 
into the Masonic hall, the windows 
of which were broken. The un- 
ionists posted small groups at van- 
tage points and kept up a contin- 
uous fire. It was here Price was 
killed as he entered the doorway 
of the Diamond hotel, where he 
lived. The bullet entered his ab- 
domen, pierced a two-inch door and 
finally became embedded in a wall. 

Price served with an ambulance 
corps in the Ulster division 
‘throughout the war, having come 
from America fo enlist. He was 
waiting an opportunity to peturn. 

The military arrived in the cen- 
ter of the street about 11 o’clock 
and an armored car was moved to 
Bishop’s Gate, whereupon the riot- 
ing subsdied, although occasional 
Shots were still heard. The union- 
ists left the neighborhood, singing 
and cheering. 

Scenes of Wild Disorder. 

There were scenes of wild dis- 
order also in Waterloo place, a 
Protestant quarter, where nation- 
alists for a couple of hours stopped 
and examined all persons who at- 
tempted to pass. Many shots were 
fired indiscriminately and several 
persons were injured. Automobiles 
were also stopped; the occupants 
were dragged from the cars and 
searched. 

This mob wrecked a number of 
shops and appropriated their con- 
tests. Flames burst from the dra- 
pery store of James Moore, a union- 
ist. The fire brigade arrived with 
@ number of volunteers, some of 
whom were held up and relieved 
of their revolvers. 

It is not known how McLaugh- 
lin met his fate. He was brought 
in a donkev cart and died soon 
after admission. 

In the waterside area brawls and 
firing on an extensive scale con- 
tinued from 6 o’clock in the evening 
until midnight. The troops were 
withdrawn from the streets at 4:30

Belfast, June 20.—According to

SITUATION IN IRELAND 
BECOMES VERY TENSE. 

London, June 20.—The situation in 
Ireland is so tense that there is 
something more than the possibility 
of serious outbreaks and disorder, 
says The London Times’ Dublin cor- 
respondent in a dispatch dated Sun- 
day. The position, from an execu- 
tive point of view, he adds, has be- 
come almost impossible, and the 
outbreak is very grave. 

Moderate Irishmen of all parties 
are described ds deeply alarmed over 
the continuous stream of army lor- 
ries laden with military stores and 
protected armored cars pouring into 
Dublin Sunday from Kingston, where 
they were unloaded by troops from 
a government steamer which ar- 
rived Saturday. 

Elaborate arrangements have al- 
ready been made for the feeding 
and transportation:of troops in the 
event of a general railroad strike. 

The railway men, says The Times 
correspondent, are in fighting mood 
and are supported by the @ympa- 
thy of many public bodies. They 
are also declared to be expecting 
financial aid from the republican 
movement.

Text of the Statement. 

The text of the foreign, office 
Statement reads:

The Japanese government 
in accordance with repeated decla- 
rations and pledges and with a de- 


ration of Kiao-Chow to China and 
to settle matters incidental there- 
to, instructed the Japanese minister 
at Pekin to inform the Chinese 
government as follows: 
“First—That the Japanese govern- 
ment desiring to open negotiation 
with China relative to the restora- 
tion of Kiao-Chow. and the settle- 
ment of details incidenta] thereto, 
and hoping thus to effect a speedy 
solution of the entire question, ex- 
presses the hope the Chinese gov- 
ernment will make necessary prep- 
arations for negotiations.

“The Japanese government, there- 
fore, hoped the Chines. govern- 
ment appreciating the intentions of 
Japan. would promptly organize a 
police force to replace Japanese 
troops guarding the railway even 
before agreement was fully prepared 
to proceed with negotiations to car- 
ry out its pledzes, but nearly three 
months passed with out a geoly. 
It is a source of deepest regret that 
at a time when all nations of the 
world are making efforts for the és- 
tablishment of enduring peace. 
questions of importance remain un- 
settled hetween Japan and China. 

China Requested Delpy. 

“The Japanese government, be- 
ing all the more desirous of speed- 
ily settling the matter for the mu- 
tual benefit of the two countries, 
instructed the Japanese minister in 
Pekin on April 26 to urge upon the 
Chinese government the importance 
of taking the necessary steps. It 
was not until May 22 that the Chi- 
nese government replied to this re- 
quest of the Japanese government. 
The reply was in the nature of a 
request for delay, the Chinese gov- 
ernment saving: 

“*"The Chinese government fully 
apreciates the intention of Japan to 
prepare for the evacuation of troops 
along the Kiao-Chow railway, 
which is incidental to carrying out 
of the treaty of peace. China, how- 
ever, did not Sign that treaty, and 
is not in a position to negotiate 
directly with Japan on the question 
of Kiao-Chow, Furthermore, the 
people throughout China have as- 
sumed an indignantly antagonistic 
attitude toward the question. For 
these reasons, and also im consid- 
eration of the amity existing be- 
tween Japan and China, the Chi- 
nese government does not find it- 
self in a position to reply at this 
moment. 

“‘On the other hand, the state of 
war with Germany having ceased to 
exist, all vapanese military estab- 
lishments within and without the 
leased cerritory of Kiao-Chow, are 
unnecessary and the restoration of 
pre-war conditions is heartily de- 
sired by the Chinese government. 
The people of China propose: to ef- 
fect a proper organization to re- 
place Japanese troops in order to 
secure and maintain the safety of 
the whole line. However, as this is 
independent entirely of the ques- 
tion of restoration of Kiao-Chow, 
the Chinese government trusts Ja- 
pan will not delay the execution of 
the order for evacuation.’ 

Japan Urges Reconsiderntion. 

“Upon receipt of this reply the 
imperial government of Japan ad- 
dressed a note to the Chinese gov- 
ernment. urging reconsideration. 
This memorandum follows: 

“‘Tn its note the Chinese govern- 
ment stated it did not find itself in 
a position to promptly mest the 
request of Japan for the opening of 
negotiations looking to an adjust- 
ment of questions, arrangements 
for which were provided for in the 
treaty of peace with Germany. This 
stand on the part of the Chinese 
government was taken because of 
the importance which it attaches to 
relations between Japan and China, 
because China has not signed the 
treaty of peace with Germany, and 
further because the people of China 
are indignant. ° 

“‘The Japanese government, how- 
ever, would point. out that a funda- 


as to-the singleness of purpose with 
which Japan seeks at the earliest 
date a fair and just settlement 
of the question. The imperial Japa- 
nese government] therefore, fails 
to understand the contention of the 
Chinese govérnment that it does not 
find it_convenient to negotiate di- 
rectly." It is a plain and positive 
fact that all the rights and’ inter- 
ests that Germany formerly pos- 
sessed in Shantung have been trans- 
ferred to Japan in aceordance with 
the treaty of peace. / Since the Chi- 
nese government previously had 
consented to the transfer of those 
rights and interests, they have right- 
ly come into possession of Japan.- 
It follows naturally, therefore, that 
these rights cannot be affected in 
any way by the refusal of the Chi- 
nese government to sign the treaty 
of peace.’” 

oR Propesead Nezxotiatiens. 

Immediately upon the coming 
into force of the treaty Of peace 
with Germany the Japanése govern- 
ment. in accordance with its. past 
repeated declarations and pledges. 
proposeé@ to the Chinese government 
that negotiations be opened with a 
view to restoration 6f rights and in- 
terests in Shantung under the un- 
derstanding reached in Paris, and 
that they also enter negotiations 
over matters in connection with the 
restoration Of. territory formerly 
leased to Germany. 

“*Fhe Japanese government had 
hoped the Chinese government 
would respond readily to the pro- 
posah not to hesitate to open the 
way for the Japanese .government 
to demonstrate by concrete actions 
its policy of fairness and justice 
towards China. 

“ ‘Contrary to expectations, how- 
ever, the Chinese government, after 
a delay of Several months, replied 
that it did not find it advisable to 
negotiate, giving the reasons above 
Stated. It is hardly necessary to 
point out, therefore, where rests the 
responsibility for delaying the set- 
tlement of the Shantung question. 
The imperial Japanese government, 
however, always considering the 
amity between Japan and China, 
hereby reiterates its declaration 
that it will accept a proposal for 
negotiations at any time considered 
agreeable to the Chinese govérn- 
ment. 

“‘In connection with the railway 
guard along the Shantung railway, 
the Japanese government refers to 
its note of January, containing the. 
Statement of its intention to with- 
draw. Japanese troops at once, even 
before the conclusion of negotia- 
tions, if the Ghinese police force is 
peta aonee as to take over the re- 

si i al j 
os y of guarding mutual in- 

“ “Reference is made to. military 
equipment established in and 
around Kiao-Chow. This. consti- 
tutes additional ground for nego- 
tiations. It is with the desire defi- 
nitely to settle with China as to the 
disposition of this equipment that 
the Japanese government seeks to 
commence negotiations. If the Chi- 
nese government shall proceed’ to 
negotiate, it need hardly be empha- 
Sized that all minor questions wil] 
be solved simultaneously.’ 

In conclusion, while the Japa- 
nese government deeply regrets en- 
forced delay in carrying out the 
agreements reached at the Paris 
conference it stands unchanged in 
its sincere desire to promote a fair 
and just solution of this question 
with the least possible delay and 
to pursue a fixed policy toward 
China.”

ROOT PLANS TO FORM 
WORLD JUSTICE COURT 


The Hague, June 20.—Among the 
plans for the creation of an inter- 
national court of justice suggested 


to the commission of jurists now 
engaged here in working out the 
project is one by Elihu Root, former 
American secretary of state, which 
provides that one panel of nomi- 
nees for places on the court be 
chosen by the assembly of the 
league of nations, in which all the 
powers are represented, and an- 
other panel by the council of the 
league, in which only the great 
powérs have places. The judges 
then would be selected from the 
two panels. 

Mr. Root also has pointed out that 
some day Germany and Russia will 
again surely be considered as 
among the great powers, and he 
has suggested that the plan be flex- 
ible enough to permit of their be- 
ing represented. 

All the jurists, it appears, agree 
that the most’ important point re- 
garding the makeup of the court is 
that there be provision for adequate 
representation of the Small powers, 
but at the same time they realize 
it is necessary that each of the five 
great powers be assured a place on 
the court. One report has it that 
the ccurt is likely to consist of fif- 
teen judges, five from the great 
powers and ten from the smaller. 

The jurists declare that they are 
anxious to keep the court as far as 
possible outside of politics and in- 
dependent of national bounds, brit 
that they realize the importance of 
preventing the body being dominat- 
ed by either the large or the small 
powers.

CHILE BEING URGED 
TO INCREASE HER NAVY 


Santiago Chile, June’ 20.—The 
Maritime League of Chile has sent 
a memorial to congress urging an 
increase in Chile’s naval program, 
which was mapped out previous to 
1914. The memorial recommends 
the reacquisition of the battleship 
Almirante Cochrane, which Great 
Britain tok over in course of the 
construction of the warship in her 
yards during the war, the creation 
of a ministry of marine, independ- 
ent of the war ministry, which now 
directs naval] affairs; the division 
of the fleet into two units, and a 
general increase in the pay of 
naval officers'and enlisted men. 

The mémorial says that, while 
the league has chiefly been occu- 
pied with the development of the 
merchant fleet, it is now of the 
opinion that the “old naval pro- 
gram is inadequate to meet the 
country’s needs. The historical 
teaching of every nation which 
aspires to extend the radius of its 
economic influence further beyond 
its frontiers and to make known 
abroad the strength of its com- 
merce and industries,” adds the 
memorial, “makes necessary’ the 
maintenance of an efficient navy 
capable of protecting “its mercantile 
fleet in time of peace, just as- the 
merchant fleet is an obligatory

OUR DUTY TO EUROPE 
In his statement to the New 
York World the other day Presi- 
dent Wilson made emphatic refer- 
ence to the American  people’s 
“obligations” to the peoples of Eu- 
rope and of the rest of the world; 
to which his republican critics re- 
plied by asking “what ‘obliga- 
tions?’”"—their evident assumption 
being that we have none. 

But our “obligations,” our duty, 
exist. They are unmistakable, 
they cannot be escaped. 

Considered in the abstract and 
fn the broadest sense, they are the 
obligations under which all peo- 
ples stand in their relationships to 
all other peoples, and our duty to 
Europe is. the duty that every na- 
tion and every human being owes 
to every other nation and every 
other human being—the duty of 
the helpfulness and protection in 
time of distress and need. 

They are “obligations” and a 
duty which the republican party 


~ -—=-> would have us evade—and which 


dan best be {discharged by our en- 
tering into a co-operative league 
of nations to safeguard Europe and 
the rest of the world, our own na- 
tion included, against the ravages 
of war, and the ruin that follows 
war, in the future. 

This view was eloquently ex- 
pressed the other day by Dr. Da- 
vid Barrows, president of the Uni- 
yersity of California, when, in an 
address before the students of the 
University of Chicago, he said: 

“The responsibility of the United 
States in using its political power 
to support order and security in Eu- 
rope did not cease with its partici- 
pation in the war and its influence 
upon the victory over the Central 
Powers. 

“America” cannot remain  indif- 
ferent to Emrope’s decline. There 
is no doubt Europe is on the down- 
grade. It never again will rise to 
the power it once had, but the de- 


cline can be checked, conditions. sta- 
bilized and the Old World nations 


secured on a sound ‘basis. 

“Tt is to the interest of the United 
States to lend a hand in the recon- 
struction. But first we must rid our 
country of many old prejudices. We 
must overcome our traditional preju- 


dice against entering into foreign 
action, our prejudice aguinst as- 
suming authority over peoples po- 
litically backward and our tradi- 
tional, time worn, century old hos- 
tility against Great Britain must be 
thrown into the discard.” 

There we have the sentiment of 
a lofty American and a leader of 
American thought. | 

It is sentiment that is honorable, 
- road, patriotic, and, above all, hu- 
- manitarian. 

And in setting its face against 
such sentiment as that the repub- 
lican party has committed a tacti- 
cal mistake—which it will realize

Recently the board of visitors 
worked out a program of expan- 
sion for the university, the item» 
of which are as follows: 7 

“1. An administration building.. 
The present facilities are almost a 
disgtace to this great state. 2. A 
chapel and auditorium. The stu- 
dent body has far outgrown the’ca- 
pacity -of the old chapel, which is 
also ancient in its appointments. 3. 
New buildings for several depart~ 
ments, notably that for physics men- 
tioned by the chancellor. 4. The 
library is now too small and over- 
crowded. The work of a larger 
student body is thus hampered. This 
building should be enlarged. 5. A 
central heating™and power pliant. 
Evidently this has long been needed. 
No modern business plant as ex- 
tensive as this would operate with- 
out one. To ‘do so would not be 
considered as efficiency or eécono- 
my. 6. Two large dormitory build- 
ings; one for women—one for men. 
The university cannot expand or 
prosper without these. As before 
pointed out, this has been too long 
a point of neglect. Boarding condi- 
fions have so changed that such 
buildings are more necessary than 
ever before. And of these two, we 
think that the building for women 
the more imperative. 7. A build- 
ing” for the school of commerce. 
This division is growing rapidly. 
War effects have stimulated sim- 
ilar interests and growth the United 
States over. The industrial and com- 
mercial development of the south is 
to ‘be marvelous, and Georgia must 
educate her brains to share in this de- 
velopment and its opportunities. The 
many necessary appointments call 
for a special building for best re- 


sults.” 
The university has reached a 


which it cannot progress without 
more financial aid than there is 
any reason to hope it will receive 
from the state, and a point at 
which it cannot stand still. It 
must either go forward or begin to 
retrograde.

A SERIOUS OUTLOOK. 
Announcement which has jast 
been made by the federal bureau 
of education that there will be a 
shortage of 98,775 public school 
teachers when the 1920-21 school 
year opens next September, and 
that the vacancies in the faculties 
of the high schools of the country 
alone total 26,000, affords an idea 
of the real seriousness of the edu- 
cational situation that. confronts 
the American people. 

The bureau bases its estimate 
upon replies to questionnaires with 
which it recently sounded out con- 
ditions in all parts of the country, 
and which brought nationwide re- 
sponse. 3 

Replies it received from colleges 
and normal schools show that only 
10,620 of this year’s graduates in- 
tend to take up teaching as a vo- 
cation. 

This number is far and away be- 
low the average, and the deflec- 
tion from the ranks of the teacher- 
recruits is attributable almost en- 
tirely to the superior monetary in- 
ducements held out by oagher_pro- 
fessions and callings as compared 
with the general inadequacy of the 
pay offered to teachers. 2 

With teachers by the hundreds 
in every state—almost in every 
city and every county—refusing to 
“stand for” re-election, and with 
so few offering to fill the vacan- 
cies thus created, one wonders 
what is to come of the country’s 
boys and girls! 

The total number of 1920. grad- 


ing to the federal bureau’s figures, 
is considerably below one-half of 
the number required to fill the va- 
cancies that exist in our schools, 
to say nothing of the vacancies 
that exist in the lower gradds. 
Which means either that most 
of these vacancies will have to 
continue, ‘the schools /runting 
“short-handed” and overburdened 
and overworked teachers, or else 
that they will have to be filled by 
poorly trained and incompetent 
teachers. nm Se oe 
Indeed, it is hard to imagine a 
situation more serious in the pds- 
sibilities of its effects upon the 
country!

Editor Constitution: I have read 
with much interest the many ed- 
itorials in The Constitution and 
other periodicals of all kinds and 
scattered all over the country in 
référence to the impending food 
shortage, and the causes therefor; 
but I have looked in vain, so far, 
for a remedy. Conditions are stated 
with great care, but, so far, no 
scheme to turn the tide back, or 
even stem it, has come to my 
notice. : | 

While labor and capital are mar- 
shaling their forces for the titanic 
struggle for the control of our hu- 
man destinies, the farmer has 
quietly quit. There is no nation- 
wide, all-embracing, fighting or- 
ganization of the workers of the 
soil—only sporadic, more or less 
local organizations—with no com- 
pelling, national influence. 

What's going to be the outcome? | 
As long a8 a man, a class or a peo- 
ple fight and stay on the job, there 
if hope. When ‘they quft, there is 
no hope. 

The quitters are of three kinds, 
First, the man of family who “OF | 


accumulated enough money of 
enough chilgren to support him in 
the city. Second, the ambitious 


farmer’s sons, who, with parental 
assistance and advice, seek the city 
to avoid the hardship father has 
had, to acquire the city-bred polish 
so much envied by the ruralist, and, 
last, but not least, to ace 
quire the larger competence 
assured the _ city occupations. 
Third, the farm hand, the fellow 
who tires of the lonesomeness of | 
the ultra individualjstic existence 
of American farm life, and longs 
for the companionship of his fel- 
lows, the lights and sights of the 
city, and the systematic hours and 
pay, which are lacking on the 
farm. 

And, calling, calling, constantly 
calling, all these classes are the 
city convenfences had for little payy 
and denied them on the farm. 

The modern methods so far de- 
vised for doing aawy with drudgery 
on the farm are s. crudé and ex- 
pensive that their general use is 
out of the question. They have not 
at all kept pace with the introduc- 
tion of modern methods of living | 
in the city; and before our people 
of this time will ever again be 
content to live on the farm, I be- 
lieve this question of modern con- 
veniences, so dearly prized by the 
city dweller, will have to be solved.

The speculator, nonproducer, with 
his swollen fortune, gained by his 
government's assistance, and bask- 
ing in his government’s protection, 
While his victim, the poor, un- 
known, unloved producer is going 
on grinding out more produce, to 
be ultimately sold to the likewise 
probably poor consumer at ‘prices 
so different from what the pro- 
ducer gets that one cannot think 
of it as being the same stuff. 

In other words, the farmer has 
been considered a joke, a Rube, a 
haysee@, fit only to toll, Without 
voicerin ‘pricing the procéedg of his 
toil; and (I had almost forgot)—~ 
to vote. which privilege he hag 
been periodically told how to. do. 
Now, what are we going to do 
about this all-important of impor- 
tant questions? This question, to

commissions could take care of 
produce of a local character? The 
carrier surely is not of more tm- 
portance than the producer of the

I-nad my doctor examine me, as I 
spit up quite a quantity of blood 
one day. He told me I had bleeding 
lungs, which was due to my age, 43. 
Hev@sked if I had fever every aft- 
ernoon and I[ said no, but he insist- 
ed I take my temperature every day. 
I for a week, but had no fever. 
He said I must have an X-yry pic- 
ture of my tung now. As yuu don’t 
believe in taking temperatures, will 
you tell me if you think it is nec- 
essary to have a photo of my.lung 
taken and if I hav: any sign of 
tuberculosis. (Mrs./J. W.) P 

ANBWER—I am afraid you mis- 
understand your doctor just as you 
misunderstand what I have. said 
about taking temperatures. It is 
not reasonable to believe that your 
doctor would attribute - bleeding 
from the lungs to the age of the 
patient. I advise against the use 
of ‘clinical thermometer ‘ty a lay 
person, unless under the direction of 
the physician. You ghould have the 
X-ray picture taken, Of course the 
doctor would not have advised that 
if he thought the bleeding from the 
lung was due to .your age. He 
thinks the bleeding points toward 
tuberculosis. The X-ray negative 
may give positive information about 
that; or/it may prove negative. It is 
up to Your doctor to arrive at an

_ Distribution Starts Today|

Washington, June 20.—More than 
4,765,000 “American men and women 
will recéive the victory medal for 
participation in the world war, the’ 
distribution of that official souve- 
nir of America’s part in the strug- 
The med- 
als, which are ot toned bronze and 
designed by the American sculptor, 
James Earl Fraser, of New York, 
will be distributed at the rate of 
35,000 a day until all those who) 
were in the army or navy between 
April. 6. 1917. and November i11, 
1918, unless dishonorably discharsg- 
e@ or otherwise disqualified, have 
received the dwocoration. There is 
a charge whatever for these med- 
als. 

President Wilson, as commander- 
in-chief of the army and navy, has 
already received the first of the 
medals to be struck off. In send- 
ing it to the president, Secretary 
of War Baker explained the pur- 
pose of the medal award and its 
significance in the following letter: 

“Pursuant to an agreement amgng 
the European allies and ourselves, 
a single victory medal, substan- 
tially uniform im design and hav- 
ing certain national variations in 
the different countries, was adopt- 
ed for award to all military and 
naval personnel engaged in the 
world war, thus giving to each 
participant a badge of his service 
and obviating the necessity of é¢x- 
changes of medals betwéen the sey- 
eral countries.’ The ribbon adopted 
is the victory combination of colors 
and ig uniform in all the countries. 
The war department is having 
something more than 4,000,000 of 
these medals made for distribution 
to soldiers, and the navy depart- 
ment will of course have similar 
medals struck for navy personnel.” 


President Receives Medal. 


The president replied: 

“l have received the first of the 
victory medals struck off to com- 
memorate our military ovoarticipa- 
tion in the great war for civiliza- 
tion. The technical relation of 
commander-in-chief created by the 
constitution does not permit me to 
Share in the glory of the sacrifices 
and achievements made in a purely 
military way by my fellow country- 
men in arms, but it does justify my 
treusuring this badge as a symbol 
of.their greatness in a ereat cause. 
. “Please. if a convenient oppor- 
tunity arises, express to the army 
my pride in its achievements and 
my appreciation of its confidence.” : 

In order .to prevent the victory 
medal from falling into the hands 
of persons having no yight to wear 
it and thus eche&pen its signifi- 
cance, the war devartment has 
hedged about its distribution with 
a certain amount of necessary “red 
tape,” which, however, should pre- 
sent no real obstacle to the sol- 
dier or sailor whose discharge pa- 
pers are in his possession and 
whose record is clear. Rriefly, the 
way to go about getting the medal 
is this: , 

If the veteran lives in a city 
where there is a recruiting officer 
he should go to the recruiting offi- 
cer armed with his discharge cer- 
tificate or orders. There, after 
reading the Victory medal circular 
Outlining conditions, he will fill out 
the ywescribed forms in the pres- 
ence of the recruiting officer, who, 
guided by the discharge’ certifi- 
cate, will decide as to the number 
of “battle clasps” (signifying partic- 
ipation in major operations) which 
he is entitled to wear on the ribbon 
of the medal. The officer will then 
hand back the discharge certificate

Guide for Veterans. 

If the veteran does not live ifi.a 
town where there is an army post, 
camp. or recruiting station, he 
rere apply by mail to the nearest 
of e three for the necessary ap- 
plication blanks. These he should 
fill out and forward them with h 
original discharge certificate, or 
certified and. sworn-to copy of it, 
if he does not care to trust that 
‘document to the mails. 

If his discharge papers do not 
substantiate hig vlaim to the medal, 
his application and the papers in 
support of it will be forwarded to 
the adjutant general of the army, 
in whose office a careful search 
will be. made of the applicant's or- 
gwanization’s records, in order that 
he may not lose out on the medal 
through .rrors of any sort. 

After a man makes his applica- 
tion to the nearest post, camp or 
station, he need not commupicate 
further unless he doés not receive 
his medal from the quartermaster 
at Philadelphia within a reasonable 
time. The whole distribution is ex- 
pected to take at least four months. 

The next of kin of deceased sol- 
diers and sailors may also make ap- 
plication for the medal. The pe 
son applying must state that he or 
she is the closest of living kin to 
the deceased, and support that state- 
ment, as only one medal will be 
issued in this way. The widow of 
a deceased soldier or sailor has the 
first claim on the .medal that he 
earned. After her, in the order nam- 
ed, the “next of kin” who may ap- 
ply are designated as the eldest son, 
eldest daughter, father, mother, eld- 
est brother, eldest sister. 

) Clasps on Medals. ; 

Soldiers who served in the United 
States. enly during the period in 
which the country was at war will 
receive the medal without any hori- 
zontal clasps on the ribbon which 
surmounts it. Men who. served 
overseas but did not take part in 
any of the listed major operations, 
will be entitled to wear one clasp, 
inscribed with the na-..e of the 
country ine which they put in the 
most.of their overseas service. Men 
who served in combat units will re- 
ceive clasps, to be worn On the rib- 
bon, for each of the following thir- 
teen operations in which they took

cember 4, 1917; Somme defensive 
Mareh 21-April 6, 1918, Lys, April

The problem ig deeper. At its 
base, of coursé, is a Wery strong 
trait in American character which 
creates, in spite of inconsistencies 
and exceptions, a special attitude 
toward women. In the Duluth case 
the men charged with the offense 
were negroes, and undoubtedly this 
was an important factor in the psy-— 
chology of the outbreak. But white 
men are sometimes lynched for this 
offense when circumstances are ag- 
Sravated. In. the Duluth lyneling 
motives of sex protection and of 
race instinct. wére combined. : 

We can eradicate neither, and we 
would eradicate heither. Both are 
yseful, perhaps necessary if prop- 
erly controlled and directed. But 
they were not controlled in Duluth, 
as they were not controlled in Chie~ 
cago, in Omaha, in Springfield. The 
authorities of Duluth permitted the 
leaders of the mob to go about in 
automobiles, gathering recruits for 
the lynching. This was a sign of 
inefficiency, of lax nolice discipline, 
if not of connivance, which chal- 
lenges the self-respect of Duluth 
and warns the responsible elements 
of its population that the morale 
of its police protection*® is -low. 
Prompt arrest of the mob leaders 
would have- saved @ blot on the 
city’s escutcheon and perhaps the 
lives of innocent men.

Wasington, June 20.—Revision 
of the present methods of making 
appropriations and a reclaéssifica- 
tion and redistribution of the work 
of the various executive departments 
are recommended by Assistant Sec- 
retary Roosevelt in a letter to Rep- 
resentative Ireland, republican, [Il- 
linois. which was made public to- 
day at the navy department. 

Mr. Roosevelt wrote in reply to 
an inquiry from Mr. Ireland as to 
whether any reorganizations, re- 
forms or consolidations would be 
made in the navy department.. The 
assistant secretary did not confine 
himself to that department. 

Recommendations te Congress. 

He recommended that Congress: 

“Create a true budget system, 
not the smal] beginning altready at- 
tempted. ' 

“Consolidate the appropriations in 
one general committee, with sub- 


-committees to deal with the sepa> 


rate subjects. 
“Put into law the general prin- 


ciples recommended by the reclassi- 
fication committee's » report, to- | 
Zetner with the authorization of 
adequate salaries to government em- 
ployes. 

“Invite a conference with the ex- 
ecutive branch of the government, 
looking to a reclasgification and re- 
distribution of the work of the de- 
partments. 

“Give by law greater authority 
to the heads of the executive de- 
Partments in conducting their ex- 
ecutive business at the same time 
holding these heads more directly 
responsible for the successful] ad- 
ministration’of their work.” 

Mr. Roosevelt said that the “en- 
tire system of relationship which 
exists between congress and the ex- 
ecutive departments is fundamen- 
tally wrong.” 

“Congress for various reasons.” 
he said, “has so tied the hands of 
the executive officers of the gov- 
ernment that they have no discre- 
tion in the fundamental questions 
of employment. I do not believe, 
of course, that the civil service sys- 
tem should be wiped out or that we 
should return to the ‘spoils’ system, 
but there is altogether too much as- 
sumption in this government that 
executive officers will use their au- 
thority for political purposes. My 
own wonder is that, considering:the 
existing circumstances, the em- 
ployees of the government are as 
efficient as they are.” 

~Consoliidatieon of Bureaus. 

As to consolidation of any bureaus 
to increase efficiency, Mr. Roose- 
velt said a lot of work was being 
done in other departments which 
ought properly to be under the navy 
and that a great deal of work was 
being done by the navy department 
which could properly be transferred 
to other departments. 

“After seven years down here in 
an executive position,’ he continued, 
“IT cannot help the conclusion that 
our governmental methods are cum- 
bersome and wasteful. I am equal- 
ly frank in telling you that I think 
the first improvement must come 
in what is after all the source of 
governmental, i.e. the legislative 
branch. I‘hope you will not take it 
as a criticism of any individual or 
this particular congress when I call 
attention to the very unwieldy, in- 
adequate and umbusinesslike meth- 
ods under which the house and sen- 
ate of the United States conduct 
their business.

Market Gossip 


New Orleans, June 20.—During 
the greater part of last week in the 
cotton market the trend of prices 
was toward lower levels under the 
dry and warm weather prevailing, 
which allowed the chopping and cul- 
tivation of the crop to make rapid 
progress and promoted rapid growth 
of the plant, at the same time keep- 


jing the boll weevil down. 


Under the general idea that the 
condition of the crop was improv- 
ing materially, a broad selling move- 
ment started up last week, and it 
carried prices 111 to 150 points un- 
der the close of the preceding week, 
| July droping to 37.35 and October to 
34.17. During the last two sessions 
of the week the situation in the in- 
terior was reversed and, on general 
rains and expectations of more 
moisture to come, the market re- 
acted from the lowest and finally 
closed at net losses for the week of 
42 to 57 points. 


The last quotation of the week on 
July was 37.90 and on October 35.50. 
Middling spots closed at 40.75, a net 
loss for the week of 25 points. It 
was altogetera weather market the 
entire week through, and conditions 
were favorable enough in the early 
sessions to prevent a net rise, except 
that at one time July was 4 points 


over the close of the preceding 


week. 


The weekly crep accouts from 
the government were considered the 
best of the season thus far, and pri- 
Vate reports were encouraging. 

Blooms were last week reported in 
north Louisiana, and there was talk 
in Texas of the first bale appearing 
early in this week, or about ten 
days earlier than the first bale of 
last year which camein on June 39. 
The effect of the rains was to gause 
heavy covering on the short side 
and an important demand for long 
account. 


This week the weather map will 
probably rule the market quite as 
much as it did last week. Further 
rains will be sure to cause buying, 
and even cloudy weather, with light 
showers, will be regarded as highly 
favorable because of the effect thev 
will have in increasing boll weevil 
activity. e 


Bright and warm weather again 
would undoubtedly cause an easier 
feeling and lead to much selling. 
Weather conditions of the near fu- 
ture are doubly important, because 
the June condition period ends this

sale quotations received by Dun’'s 
Review, as against 21 advances. 
‘ Irregularity continued in the 
grain markets, reflecting conflict- 
ing crop reports and unsatisfactory 
transportation conditions, among 
other things, and corn disclosed a 
further decline, while oats were 
weak, and a sharp collapse occurred 
in rye. Receipts of dairy products 
were fairly liberal, and the gefheral 
Situation, except for a slight weak- 
ening in fresh-made cheese, rematin- 
ed relatively firm. Buyers operated 
more freely in the live meat mar- 
kets, and, as arrivals were not par- 
ticularly heavy, hogs and sheep 
improved their position moderately. 
Provisions fluctuated within a nar- 
row range, but, as a whole. tended 
downward. 

The firmness of most kinds of 
iron and steel products is wel] sus- 
tained, and, aside from further 
easing in antimony and tin, there 
has been no essential alteration in 
the miscellaneous metaSs. A some- 
what uncetain feeling still prevails 
in cotton goods, while in both hides 
and leather, eas well as in footwear, } 
price depression continues.
